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DETAILED ACTION 

An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure.

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concems," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 
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The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it has been labeled as a "Summary of 
Invention". Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 U.S.C. 
1 12, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the 
format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claim 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not reUed upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Boskovich et al, Nogues, Najmabadi, Hamann, and Lemer show infant changing 
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supports and holders which are of particular interest. Greenfield et al, Ford, and Astroff show 
leg supporting stirrups which are of general interest.
